Succumbs After Long 7 Long Illness at 1:30

George E. E. Wright, wi one 
original members of the Stock Ex- 
change, died at his residence, Forty-sec- 
ond street, at 1:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 


| He had been ill for four months, and for two 


had ‘been unconscious. He was at- 
tended by Dr. Emmet T. Smith. ‘ 
‘Mr. Wright was one of. the. original mem- 
bers of the’ Chicago Stock Exchange and the 
author of many financial articles. He came 
vans ser in 1871. For eight years he wasa 
wspaper man, and left the work to engage 

oe ‘the bond and stock business, in which he 
continued until bis death. It was largely 
through his personal solicitation that the 
support of the bankers in Chi was ob- 
tained for the establishment he Chicago 
born f Ke on April 13, 

1851, and received his early education in

reporter. He went back to Rockford for 
three years, but returned to Chicago In 1874 
and was employed on THE TRIBUNE.

A jibe about slot machines and“ constable " 
raids has resulted in the killing of a human 
being. Lying at the residénce of Michael 
Harty, at 800 South Sawyer avenue, is the 
body of his son, James F. Harty, who was 
shot early on Sunday morning by former 
Constable Martin Howe at Ogden and 
Turner avenues. Howe was incensed by 
Aaunts of being a “ fake’’ constable and of 
raiding saloons for siot machines. Harty 
died early yesterday morning at the County 
Hospital. Howe, who was in hiding, gave 
himself-up and is now at the Warren Avenue 
Station, under arrest for murder. 

Harty had not joined in taunting Howe, 
but was. passing by when Howe, hearing the 
footsteps, turned and shot him. When he saw 
Harty fall he disappeared. 

About 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning the 
trouble occurred.

Jackson was apparently not of sound mind. 
Bhe was of ¢ jealous disposition, and was 
reputed by the neighbors to bea miser. This 
was in strong contrast with her husband, 
and on this account family quarrels had been 
frequent. Jackson occasionally mingled with 
the neighbors, but Mrs. Jackson, it is said, 
was rarely seen outdoors. On several oeca- 
sions, it is said, Jackson had told of diff 
culties he experienced with his wife. 

Jackson was seen shortly after 8 o'clock 
ta wali morning in the yard in the rear of 

home. That was the last seen of him alive.

A TRIUMPH oF SURGERY. 

. Should President McKinley recover from | 
‘this wound, as there is'now reason to hope, 
the ease will mark an epoch in surgery. The | 
ptomptness with operation was 
performed is no less kable than the 
skill with which Dr. Mann did the surgical 
work, Such is the statement of Dr, Mc- 
Burney of New York, one of the most emi- 
nent surgeons in the country, who has been 
called into consultation on thle case. He is 
outspoken in his admiration both for the 
daring and for the skill displayed in per- 


needless delay. 

The case is one of the kind n which delay 
inevitably is fatal. By good fortune the pa- 
tient happened to be within immediate reach 
of skilled surgeons, who had the best hospital 
facilities and all the appliances of their art 
ready at hand. Within an hour and a quar- 
ter the operation was in progress, and the 
most immediate source of danger—that of 
the leakage of fluids from the stomach into 
the peritoneum—was Every mo- 
ment of delay in closing the wounds in the 
stomach added to the danger of peritonitis 
anddeath. Ifthe crime had been committed 
far from the reach of skilled surgeons, or if 
the doctors at Buffalo had not had the skill 
or the faith in themselves to act instantly, 
no subsequent treatment could have saved 
the distinguished patient. | 

As Dr. McBurney says, the case will be 
famous in the history of surgery. It brings | 
into bold relief the whole scope of the prog- 
ress achieved by surgical science in the dast 
twenty years. If the same case had occurred 


have been regarded as fatal from the be- 
ginning. If President Garfield could have 
had the benefit of the present knowledge 
and skill in surgical science he might be liv- 
ing still, To the advance of science in that

PORTABLE SCHOOLHOUSES. 

In Mayor Hart’s inaugural address of 
January, 1900, “ the most important require- 
ment ” for the Boston public schools wag pro- 
nounced to be that of “ additional school ac- 
commodations.” Since. that time a special 
“ Boston Schoolhouse commission ” has been 
created, with authority to spend $1,000,000 
for new echoolhouses the present year and 
$3,000,000 miore within the next few years. 
The commission proposes to spend this 
money for “ the best sanitary buildings that 
skill can devise,” but as a means of provid- 
ing temporary relief it has built forty-three 
portable schoolhouses of a type experimented 
with last year. 

These buildings are of wood and can be 
taken te pleces easily and moyed. They are 
properly warmed, well lighted, and are often 
located in the yards of crowded~ school 
buildings the sanitary arrangements of 
which are then available. They have not 
entirely displaced rented rooms, but they are 
regarded as generally superior to the latter 
both from and of 
accommodations. 

The portable school baflding commends 
itself as a practicable device not only for 
temporarily catching up with arrears which 
should not have beet allowed to accumulate, 
but also for meeting those difficult cases
